FOR CHARGER & 
BATTERY CARTRIDGE 

1. Do not cha/ge Battery Cartridge when (emperalure is BELOW 10°C (50°FI 
or ABOVE 40°C (104°F|. 

2. Do not attempt to use a step-up transformer, an engine generator or DC power 
receptacle. 

3. Do not allow anything to cover or clog the charger vents. 

4. Always cover the battery terminals with the battery cover when the battery 
cartridge is not used. 

5. A battery short can cause a large current flow, overheating, possible burns 
and even a breakdown. 

(1) Do not touch the terminals with any conductive material. 

(2) Avoid storing battery cartridge in a container with other metal objects such 
as nails, coins, etc. 

(3) Do not expose battery cartridge to water or rain. 

S. Do not store the tool and Battery Cartridge in locations where the tempera- 
ture may reach or exceed 50°C (122°F). 

7. Do not incinerate the Battery Cartridge even if it is severely damaged or is 
completely worn out. The battery cartridge can explode in a lire.

Recycling the Battery 

The only way to dispose ot a Makila battery is 
lo recycle it. The law prohibits any other 
method of disposal. 

To recycle the battery: 

1. Remove the battery from the tool. 

2. a). Take the battery to your nearest Makila Factory Service Center 
or 

b). Take the battery to your nearest Makila Authorized Service Center or 
Distributor that has been designated as a Makila battery recycling location 

• Call your nearest Makila Service Center or Distributor to determine the location 
that provides Makila battery recycling. See your local Yellow Pages under 
"Tools-Electric". 
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CAUTION: 

•Your new battery cartridge is not charged. You will need lo charge it before use. 

• If you try lo charge a cartridge from a just-operated tool, sometimes the charging light will 

not cofrte on. If this occurs, let the cartridge cool ofl for a while. Then re-insert it and try 

to charge it once more. 

•When you charge a new battery cartridge or a battery cartridge which has not been used 
(or a long period, it may not accept a full charge. This is a normal condition and does not 
indicate a problem. You can recharge the battery cartridge fully after discharging it com- 
pletely a couple ol limes. 

•If you wish lo charge two battery cartridges, allow 15 minutes between chargings on the 
fasl charger. 



Chargina (DC141 1/1412) 

•You/ new battery cartridge is not charged. 
You will need to charge it belore use. Use 
Ihe high capacity battery charger Model 
DC141 1/1412 lo charge the bauery car- 
tridge. 

•Plug the high capacity battery charger into 
the proper A.C. voltage source. The charg- 
ing light will flash in green color. 

•Insert Ihe battery cartridge so that Ihe plus 
and minus terminals on the bauery car- 
tridge are on Ihe same sides as Iheir 
respective markings on the high capacity 
battery charger. Insert the cartridge fully into Ihe port so that il rests on the charger port 
floor. 

•When Ihe ballery cartridge is inserted, the charging light color will change from green to 
red and charging will begin. The charging light will remain lit steadily during charging. 

•When ihe charging light color changes from red lo green, the charging cycle is complete. 
The charging time is approximately one hour. 

•If you leave the battery cartridge in the charger after the charging cycle is complete, the 
charger will switch inlo its "trickle charge (maintenance charge}" mode which will last 
approximately 24 hours. 

•Alter charging, unplug Ihe charger Irom the power source. 
CAUTION: 

•The high capacity ballery charger Model DC1411 is for charging Makita battery cartridge. 

Never use il for olher purposes or for other manufacluret's baiteries. 
•When you charge a new battery cartridge or a battery cartridge which has not been used 

for a long period of time, il may not accept a full charge. This is a normal condition and 

does not indicate a problem. You can recharge the battery cartridge fully after discharging 

il completely and recharging a couple ol times. 



Battery cartiidgs 



Crtarging light 
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Insert the holder of ihe dust bag all the way 
inlo the slots in Ihe cleaner cavity. 




CAUTION: 

Forgetting to install (he dusl bag. failure lo insert the holder of Ihe dusi bag all the way inlo 
the slots or using a broken or ripped bag, may allow dust to gel into Ihe motor. This may 
result in motor failure. 



Hook ihe front cover onto the front lip of 
the cleaner.

•When installing the paper filter, follow the 
same procedures for Ihe dust bag. 

•Atways unfold a new paper filter before 
installing il on Ihe cleaner.

Switch action 

CAUTION: 

•Always be sure that the dust bag or papef filler is installed properly in Ihe cleaner before 
use. Improper installation may allow dust lo enter the motor, resulting in malfunction of 
the cleaner. 

•Always switch off the cleaner after each use to prevent damage to the cleaner and lo 
lengthen the service life of the batteries 



This cleaner can be operated in "standard" 
and "strong" suction. For standard suction, 
slide Ihe switch forward to the LOW posi- 
tion. For strong suction, slide Ihe switch 
further to the HIGH position. 
To stop the cleaner, slide the switch back 
to the OFF position. 



Cleaning (Suction) 
Noule 

Attach Ihe nozzle to dean off tables, desks, 
lurniture. etc. Nozzle slips on easily. 



Nozzle + Extension wand (Straight pipe) 

The extension wand lils in between the 
nozzle and the cleaner itself. This arrange- 
ment is convenient for cleaning a floor 
white standing erect. 
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Comer nozzle 

Fit on the corner nozzle for cleaning corners 
and crevices o) the car or furniture. 




Corner nozzle ♦ Extension wand (straight

In tight quarters where the cleaner itself 
cannot squeeze in, or in high places hard lo 
reach, use this arrangement. 




Dust disposal 

CAUTION: 

Empty Ihe dust. bag before il becomes loo full, or the suction force weakens. 
Depress the buttons and open the front 



cover. 
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Take the dusl bag out of the cleaner care- 
fully so that the contents will rtol spill out. 
Empty the contents out ol the dust bag. 



Also empty out the dust inside the cleaned 
itself. Failure to do so may cause the 
sponge filter to be clogged or the motor to 
be damaged. 



Installing dust bag 

Place the dust bag into the cleaner cavity. 
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•II you charge a battery cartridge Irom a just-operated tool or a battery cartridge which has 
been left in a location exposed to direct sunlight or heat lor a long time, the charging light 
may (lash in red color. If this occurs, wait lor a while. Charging will begin after the battery 
cartridge cools. The battery cartridge will cool faster if you remove the batlery cartridge 
from the high capacity battery charger. 

•If the charging light flashes alternately in green and red color, a problem exists and charg- 
ing is not possible. The terminals on the charger or battery cartridge are clogged with 
dust or the battery cartridge is worn out or damaged. 



Charge the battery cartridge with the Makita Battery Charger before use. The following 
table indicates the charging time on a single charge.

CAUTION: 

•Your new battery cartridge is not charged. You will need to charge it before use. 

• Do not keep the button pressed in with tape, etc. or the circuit will not function property. 

Also, a malfunction of the charger may result possibly causing overheating, etc. 
•If you try to charge a cartridge from ia just-operated tool, sometimes the charging light 

will not come on. If this occurs, let the cartridge cool off for a while. Then re-insert it and 

try to charge it once more. 

•When you charge a new batlery cartridge or a battery cartridge which has not been used 
for a long period, it may not accept a full charge. This is a normal condition and does not 
indicate a problem. You can recharge the battery cartridge fully after discharging it almost 
completely a couple of times. 

•II you wish to charge two battery cartridges, allow 15 minutes between chargings on the 
fast charger. 



MAINTENANCE 

^ CAUTION: 

; Always be sure lhal the cleanei is switched oil and the baitery cartridge is removed 
belore carrying out any work on the cleaner. 



After use 

^ When storing Ihe cleaner, hang it from a 
^ nail using the convenient hanger in back. 



Cleaning 

From time to time wipe off the outside 
(cleaner body) of the cleaner using 3 clolh 
dampened in soapy water. Never use gaso- 
line, thinner or the like. Discoloration or 
cracks may result 

Wash the dust bag in soapy water occa- 
sionally. Dry it out thoroughly before use 
An insufficiently dried bag may cause poor 
suction and shorten the service life of the 
motor. 




To maintain product SAFETY and RELIABILITY, repairs, maintenance or adjustment should 
be performed by Makila Authorized or Factory Service Centers, always using Makila 
replacement parts. 



Installing or removing battery cartridge 

•Always switch off Ihe cleaner before insertion or removal of the battery cartridge. 

•To remove the battery cartridge, remove 
the rear cover from the cleaner by pushing 
it in Ihe direction of the arrow and then 
withdraw the battery cartridge from Ihe 
cleaner. 



•To insert the battery cartridge, align the 
tongue on the battery cartridge with the 
groove in the cleaner and slip it into place 
Then close the rear cover. 




•Do not use force when inserting the battery cartridge. 
If the cartridge does not slide in easily, it is not being inserted correctly. 

Charging (DC9700I 

Plug the fast charger into your power 
source Insert the battery cartridge so that 
the plus and minus terminals on the battery 
cartridge are on the same sides as their 
respective markings on the fast charger. 
The charging light will come on and charg- 
ing will begin. If the charging light goes out 
soon, remove the battery cartridge from the 
charger and let it cool off (or more than one 
minute. Then re-insert it and try to charge it 
once more. II the charging light goes out 
within one minute even after repeating this 
procedure a couple of times, the battery cartridge is dead Replace it with a new one r" 
When the charging light goes out after about one hour, you may remove the fuffy charged 
battery cartridge.

4. Do not expose charger to rain or snow. 

5. Use of an attachment not recommended or sold by the battery charger 
manufacturer may result in a risk of fire, electric shock, or injury to persons. 

6. To reduce risk of damage to electric plug and cord, puli by plug rather than 
cord when disconnecting charger. 

7. Make, sure cord is located so that it will not be stepped on, tripped over, or 
otherwise subjected to damage or stress. 

8. An extension cord should not be used unless absolutely necessary. Use of 
improper extension cord could result in a risk of fire and electric shock. If 
extension cord must be used, make sure: 

a. That pins on plug of extension cord are the same number, size, and shape 
as those of plug on charger; 

b. That extension cord is properly wired and in good electrical condition; and 

c. That wire size is at least as large as the one specified in the table below.

9. Do not operate charger with damaged cord or plug — replace them im- 
mediately. 

10. Do not operate charger if it has received a sharp blow, been dropped, or other- 
wise damaged in any way; take it to a qualified serviceman. 

11. Do not disassemble charger or battery cartridge; take it to a qualified 
serviceman when service or repair is required. Incorrect reassembly may 
result in a risk of electric shock or fire. ^ 

12. To reduce risk of electric shock, unplug charger from outlet before attempt- 
ing any maintenance or cleaning. Turning off controls will not reduce this risk.
